Srr,—I received your orders of the 24th instant a | 
Fittle before noon on that lay, and immediately pro 
ceeded with the Boats and Marines of Calliope and 
Conway to the Alligator off Howqua's Fort, making 
the signal to Herald to close aud send her boats. 

T ordered Captain Kuper to move the Alligator up 
the right bank of the river past. Napicr’s Fort, where 
heanechored her in her own draught, andthe boats were 
pushed up as far as possible without exposing them to 
the enomy's fire. A little before sunset T observed 
the Algerine moving down past the Duteh Fort, and 
she shortly anchored and engaged a battery an the 
Canton side which she silenecd, — Auxious to cooperate 
with her I went ahead with Captain Bethune to recon 
noitre, but wus stopped by a shot through my buat 
from the French Fort. 

L remained uuder cover of the Point until dark, 
when I sent Captain Bethune with a division of bonts 
tomupport her, and a coucerted signal having besn 
made, I joined her with the whole foree at 2 a. M. 

‘The arsenal being secured, I recounoitred the line 
of defence, and perceived that it could not be uttacked 
with advantage without having heavier gune in posi- 
tiou than thoe of the Algerine. 1 therefore lost no 
time in ordering the other sloops down, and at the 
saine time pat myself in communication with Major 
Pratt, commanding H. M. 26th in the Factory. 

Finding that Modeste was the only vessel likely to 
be got actoss the bar, and there appearing evap some 
doubt of her accomplishing the paseage, I fitted shell 
guns in three of the captured War Junks. 

Captuin Eyres having succeeded by great exertion 
in getting bis Vensel over the bar, I this moruing 
moved her, Algerine, and the Gun Junks on the 

rench Fort, the enemy deserted the upper defences, 
and about 9 a.m. opened their fire from the Fort, 
which was speedily silenced; I then cleared the 
Beach bya few well directed broadsides, and made 
the signal to advance. Captain Bethune immediately 
Janded on shore the storming party and the 
Fort wan cartied in the most gullant styles ‘the whole 
lime of defence extended stout 2 miles from the 
Factory, whieh, with the exception of the French 
Fort, lind been ately constructed *in, the strongest 
manner, has been destroyed, and communication is 
opened with the Shipe at Napier's Fort. The guns 
destroyed ure 64 in sumber, including. four 103 fick 
calibre—the Dutch Fort was not armed.

Came Cinisux, Stu Jovy, 1841, 
Six,—Conformably with the instructions conveyed 
in Captain Ripley's (Fort Adjutant) letter to my ad 
Gress under date the 27th ultimo, I bave the honor 
to report for the information of Major General Nott, 
C sprpanding, the operations of the Detachment under 
Pal *nmand since leaving Candahar. 





‘On reaching Kossh-keo-na-kood on the morning 
of the Let instant, the Assistant Political Ageut with 
my detachment (Lieutenaat Pattenson) intimated to 
me that be had received information of Akhtar Khan 
being atill before Givin with a body of $00 men, 
Dut thoughs it probdble ‘be would wove in the direc- 











tion of Sharuck on learning the near approach of my 
detachment, I therefore determined to march next 
morning to Sungboor instead of proceeding by the 
usual route to Girishk, in order that Imight be 
nearar the Egewy in edse they should move up the 
river, and still be able to reach the Ford opposite 
Girish by the came number of marches. 


On arrival at Sungboor, on the morning of the 2d 
instant, I was informed by Lieutevont Pattenson that 
Akhtar Khan hud not left Girishk, and that from every 
account reerived he was determined to meet my dee 
tachment before the place ‘iid oppose my crossing the 
Hclmund, Teonsequently marched at 8 o'clock in the 
evening, and reached the Ford opposite Girishk a lite 
tle before doy break on the Sd instant, when Lieute- 
nant Pattenton (who preceded! the detachment) ac- 
quainted me'that all the Fords were in possession of 
the Enemy, and that the one at which I had halted 
was not practicable for cither Cavalry or Infantry, 
but that at Simboolee, about three miles further 
up the River, Cavalry could cross, and that the 
Infantry Ford was a mile further down, [ aceording- 
ly directed Captain Hart toford at Sumboolee with 
the 2ud Regt. of Janbaz, and to move down upon the 
Enemy ewhile Lwas crossing the remainder of the 
detachment at the Ford described, by the At 
sistant Political Agent, as only knee deep.” In 
July 1889, I had frequeutly crossed the river at 
this Ford, and had therefore no reason to doubt the 
aceuracy of Lieut. Pattenson's information, but ow 
reaching the place was greatly disappointed to find 
that, owing to the depth aud rapidity of the current, 
the Ford was totally impracticable, 








From the high grounds at this place I could 
tinctly see the Rebel Force drawn upon the opposite 
bank about half a mile from the river; the Tufautry 
were formed on the open plain and appeared to num- 
ber 3000, but the gardens near the Fort were swarm- 
ing with men, who commenced moving out on my de- 
tachment coming in sight. «I now discovered that 
Captain Hart bad crossed the'river, and was moving 
dowa the right bank in excellent order, agreeably to 











the instructions I had given him ; and finding that it 
was imposible for me to cross the river,ut any of the 
Fords below, I was apprehensive that he might be 
surprised by the Enemy, and be hard pressed before 
he could regain the Ford at which he had crossed. 
Fortunately however he observed that I had not been 
able to effect a passage, and immediately returned to 
the left bank of the river at Sunbuolee, where J joined 
hhim at 8 A.M. and found that the Rebels had moved 
up to the’ Ford, and taken up their position on the 
opposite bank, but as my men were suffering from 
extreme boat and the Jong march during the night, 1 
contented myself by giving them a few rounds of 
round shot which caused them to move off to some 
gardens and villages two miles further up, when I 
immediately pitched my Camp clove to and fron 
the Ford, determining to suspend further operatio 
Aill the afternoon as the Ford was not practicable fur 
Infantry, and at the seme time T crowned the bills 
which ran in wy rear (from the village of §

About 45 pv. a. a stir was. perceptible in the Rebel 
camp and they secmed preparing for amove.

About G welock 1 reeeived intelti« | 
gence from this officer that the eyemy had succeeded

‘position) before he could reach it, and were moving 
down in large bodies, I immediately changed my 
front and touk ground a little to the left which I cons 
widered the best position attainable under all cireun 
stances. The Guns were placed between the 4th and

Dez Regiments were formed on either flak, and 200 
Suvwars were posted in rear to protect the baggage and 
wateh the neighbouring,ford, in case any portiva of 
the Euemy should uttempt a passage by it also, In 
this order I remained until I could discover their 
point of attack whick was soon unmasked by a large 
bouy of Infantry moving towards my left, when 1 
forthwith changed position on the Light Company of 
the 5th Infantry, throwing back Lieut. Golding’s 
Janbaz Regiment, and forward the guue and 
remaining Companies of the Sth Regiment, with 
Captain Hart's Jqnbuz corps thrown buck ata right 
angle with the Grenadier Company of the Sth Regi- 
ment to protect the right of the position, 











The attack on the left was made with great bold- 
ness, but was repulsed by the welldireoted fire fromthe 
Guus and the three Companies on their left. Failing 
in this the Enemy moved off towards the right but 
were again met by a most destructive fire from the 
Guns and the five Companies of Infantry on their 
right. A 















Large bodies of Horse and Foot were now seeu 
crowding along the heights to the right of the Infau- 


try, and shorily after they moved down on .Captain: 
Hart's Janbaz Corps, forcing it back on the. baggage 
in the rear, and a portion of them even succeeded in 
getting close np to the reat of the three Companies of 
the Sth Infantry on the left of the Guns, but were 
driven back by Lieutenant Clurk’s facing the rear 
rauk of these Companies te the right obout and 
firing a volley.

J thea ordered Captain Hart and Lieutenant Gold- 
ing to move out with their Janbaz Corpe and scour 
the country to the right which they most ably perform.

theic men, who lagged behind, crowded in upon 
the baggage and rear of the Lafantry, and could not 
be induced by any means to belave as soldiers, in 
following their Olficers. 








Under these circumstances I dotermined to eceupy

fresh attack that might be made, of which there were 





several, but in every instance, steadily repulsed by the 
fire from the Avtillery aud Latantry . 

At J] o'vlock the heights were again crowdéed with 
bodies of Horse and Foot, aud it wasuow obvious that 
the Rebels were moving off, thongh they kept up a 
desultory and uscless fire upon the position fur hours 
after, appuently with the object of distracting our 
attention, aud enabling them to carry off their dead, 
which they did until nearly daybreak on the morning 
of the 4th instant. 

At sunrise om the 4th instant I detached Lieutenant 
Golding to ascertain the dircetion in which the Ene« 
my had gone, and he reported on his return that they 
were posted in considerable strength about two miles 
up the river, but it was soon ascertained that they had 
reforded it, and in a few hours after, information was 
reerived of their having reached Hydrabad en route 
to Zemindawar, when I aude immediate arrangers! -ry 
fur crossing the Grain (oatried upon Asses) 4 
Camels, and at $ o'clock 2, a, commenced fording the 
detachment and baggage, an operation which tasted 
neatly seven hours, notwithstanding. the aid- received, 
from the Janbaz Regiments by carrying the Iofantey: 

The Detachment reached 
Girisbk thie morning at 2. o’cloek, ad encamped on 
the l’gh ground to the west of the Fort. 





An-vorn a MuiitAry and Political point, of view, it 
would b¢ of the greatest impartsnce to follow up, and 
disperse the Rebels, but with reference to their num- 
bers,and the notoriously disaffected state of the 
country, Ido not consider that I should be justified 
in moving after them, with s weak Regiment of In- 
faotry, 2 Guns and with Cavalry, in which every eon- 
fidence cannot be placed. However, if the Major 
General is of opinion that a small increase of Cavalry

All accounts agree in computing the force of the 
Enemy to have amounted to 6,000, of which twosthirds 
were Infantry, and from information yesterday receiv- 
ed, they bad upwards of 300 killed, und the villages 
up the river are stated to be filled with wounded men.

Iti steo eay duty to bring most prominently to the 
Major Genera'ts notice, the admirable conduct of the 
Anillery and 5th ofantry throughout the night of the 
8d instanty‘and to state my conviction, that no Troops 
could have displayed greater coolness and bravery 
thaw they did'on every occasion, They moved from 
‘one position to another, not only without confusion, 
but with nearly as much precision and regularity, as 
if they had been going through an ordinary parade. 











Three Standards were captared from the Enemy, 
one by Captain Hart's men, another by Lieut. Gol- 
ding’s, and the third by the three Companies of the 
Sth Infantry under Lieut. Clark. 


Ihave the honor to annex hereto a list of killed and 
wounded, and in conclusion to state, that I shall be 
careful to keep the Major General fully acquainted 
with all my operations.

19. In the Sth or Benares Division of Public Works the chief Road, excepting the Grand Trunk to 
the North Western Provinces, and the District Road from Muxar to Benares, which have been slready 
mentioned, is the Road from Mogul Seraie on the Grand ‘Trunk Road, 8 miles from the Ganges bt Bene- 
res to Allababed via Chunar and Mirzapore. ‘This Road is useful as connecting the Trovk Road with the 
great Commercial Mart of Mirzaporo, without crossing the Gunges, and also as connecting the Grand Trunk 
Road with that which leads from Mirzapore through Jubbulpore to the Deconn. ‘The length of this Road 
is 92 miles, but ite mainteoance has not been under the control of the Military Board, ‘Tho whole line 
however has lately been surveyed by the Officers of this Department. Its completion by the Department 
of Public Works is now in progress, though no detailed Estimate Las yet beon received. It isa work of 
considerable importance anu its cost whatever it may, it is presumed, ie horue by the Stato. 

20. A Road is also ander construction from Chunar, Southward to Sukroot, with a view to facilitate 
the traffic with the Southern portions of the District. ‘The length of the Road is 16 miles, and as the work 
is intended to form in the first instance, only a fair weather Rond, the expense is limited 106,326 Rupecs, 

21, A Road has also been constructed from Mirzapore on the South bank of the Ganges to join th 
Grand Trunk Road atGopeegange. ‘The length is 16 miles. The carth work is constructed by the Megis- 
trate. ‘The Drains only were built by the Department of Pablic Works ut a costof 1,495 Rupess. 

22. The other Roads in this Division, namely, thatfrom Benares to Juanpore, from Ghuzeepore to 
Jaunpore, and from Jaanpore to Azimgarh and Goruckpore, aro not under the charge of the Department 
of Pablio Works, and though highly useful it does not fall within our province to say any thing regarding 
them. ‘ 

23, A eimilar observation applies to all the remaining Roads in tho Circle of the Central Provinces, 
except only the Meocan Rout, a Road conneeting the Cantonment at Nusseerabad with the City and 'Maga- 
zine at Ajmore, and a Road passing through the Cantonment at Cawnpore and joined at cach end ‘to the 
Grand Trank Road. 

24, The Decean Road extends from Mirzapore, onthe Ghnges to Jubbulpore, a distance of 230 
miles, its breadth being 30 feet.

‘38. The remaining Roads of this Division are under the Civil Authorities, but we learn from the 
Excontive Engigoor's Return that 1,38,613 Rupees have been expended on’ Bridges by the Department of 
‘Public Works. 

84. Inthe Delhie and Kurnaul, Divisions the Roads aro under charge of the Civil Authorities, but wo 
Deliove that tho sum of 14,401 Rapocs has been expended on Bridges, oxolusive of those on the Grand Trunk 
Road, and in the latter an outlay of 6.080 Rupees Las been sanctioned for tho construction of Drains and 
small Bridges between Kurnaul and Delhic. 

35. In the Kumaoon Division the loads are all mountain paths adapted for Hill Coolies, and on ono 
line, via. that from Bomourie to Almora, for Bullocks and Tattoos. 

‘36, The construction of these Roads has beeu ellectod chiefly by Detachments of the Pioneer Corps, 
but the Bridges aud Staging Bungalows have been erected by the Department of Public Works. On theso 
the outlay has been 45,688 Rupees, and the augual charge for repairs averages 2,300 Rupees. There aro 
12 Iron Suspension Bridges, 4 Wooden Bridges, aud 4 Staging Bung built by Goverament in this 
Province. 4 

37. The tofal outlay for Roads mentioned in the preceding paragraphs is $7,34,223 Rupees, but’

48. Inthe North-Western Provinces there are several Cfnals, but though’ navigable for various por- 
tions of their length, and at certain times of the year, they were all, without exception, constructed with a 
view to irrigation, ani! are intended as aids to the agricultural rather than to the commercial interests of the 
country. Taking them in the order o{theis construction, the first to be noticedis Feroze Shah's Canal, 
which conveys a stream of excellent water from the Jumna tothe neighbourhood of Hissar, a distance of 
205 miles. It was originally constructed in the 14th century by the Emperor whose name it bears, and its 
utility may be couceived from the fuot of the wells in that neighbourhood being generally 190 feet deep, and 
the water obtainable from them being all, more or less, impregnated witl 

47. The next is the Dellie Canal, which isin fact a branch of the former one ; it was constructed in 
the 17th century by an opuicnt Noblemau namod Ali Murdun Khao, and was, no doubt, intended to cou- 
voya stream of fresh and wholesvine water for 8S miles from Feroze Shah's Canal near Karuaul to the 
Capital City ofthe Empire. These two Can: with an additional brench which takes off from Feroze 
Sbab’s Canul, also near Kurnaul, and is carried 45 miles Southward to Rbotuck, form what are called the 
“Canals West of the Jumna,” and ure under the charge of one Execotive Officer. The original outs made, 
an above stated, in the 14th and 17th centuries, had fallen into disuse and consquent deoay, during the dis- 
turbed period which marked tho tall of tho Mogul Empire, and their condition attracted the notice of the 
British Government very soon alter the country cane into our possession. 

48. They were surveyed by Lieutenant Blane, of Bngineers, in 1817, and the necessary expenditure 
having boen sanctioned they were opened in 1820. The cost of the re-construction is believed (o be 
10,83,170 Rupecs, and the total amount expended upon them up to the end of Aprjl 1840 is known to be 
15,68,601-11-9 Rupees. The direct return is obtained by water tent paid ot the rate of 8 Ani 
gah for each ctop, or one Rupee per biggah per anuym, Tho amount leriod as water. rent 
2,68,828-10-9 Ropees, and the totalamonnt relized has been 21,57,781-3-11 Rupees, The 
indirect return to which regard must chiefly be had in estimating the real value of such works, we are uo- 
able to mention as it depends entirely on improved agricultural produce, and on the socurity which artifici- 
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a1 irrigation affords against the effect of drought. That io this respect the supply of water obtainable from 
the Canale is most uscfal, we cannot doubt, but ils exact monoy value we are unable to state, We 
may here mentica that the extent of ground irrigated from these amounted to 2,58,826 biggahs 
in 1839, 

49. It having boon supposed that the wators of the Caggor River might be kept up artificially, so a8 
to afford a supply for irrigation throughont the year, some cnguiries were commenced by Captain Wake- 
field in 1838. They have, however, as yet led to no result, but the aticntion of Captain Baker, the Exc- 
cutive Engineer of the Delhie Canals, has been turned towards the subject, and in his hands we foel 
assured that the schemo will receive fall justice. .

50. Ata short distanco to the West of the City of Delhie is the Nujufghar Jheel, @ traot of country 
which is overflowed every rainy season, but from which on the gradual drying up of the waterse cropis 
nd so covered is oxtromely productive, cultivation is always attempted when practicable, 
but much risk is run of the destruction of the crops by au early setting in of the raing, and on the other 
lund, if the waters are Inter in drying mp than nsual, fo crop can bo raised, It was accordingly examined 
by Captain DeBudo, of Engineers, and on his favorable report a detailed Survey, with Plans nod tes, 
was made by Lieutenant Durand, who proposed opening out a,communioation from the West ond of the 
Sheel to the Jumna sbore Delbie, and making acut throughout its whole extent to carry off the wator when 
necessary. ‘The Extimate amounted -to 68,782 Rupees, and the work is now on tho eve of completion, 
It is supposed that the rent of the recovered land will very soon repay the exponditure, but nothiog cer 
tain can yet be known as to the returns. 

51. On tho East of tho Jumnais sitaated the Doab Canal, the constraction of which is believed to bave 
its date from tha time of Muhommed Shah, one of Aurungzcbe's successors ; itis not known how long this 
Canal continued to flow, but it is certain it was entirely abandoned, and in sumo places its trace quite lust 
when the Saharunpore District came into our possession.

‘The difficulties havo arisen chiefly from the slope of the country, and the sandy nature of its bed. ‘Tho 
ubsence of all measures for providing against this difficulty is » sufficient proof that the work could s 
ever have been in full use in former days, but the construction of locks and falls of masonry b 
the evil may be, und b mediod though at considerable cost. ‘The outlay in 
Captain Cautily received of the works from Mujor Smith, bas beon 6,70,164-3-3 Ruperi 
return from water reat, mills, &c. Rupees 5,13,149-14-7, Of the indirect return we can, as above stated, 
give no agcount, but when it is considered that the drought of 1837-8 was the gocvsion not merely of loss of 
revenus, but of great loss of life from absolute sturvation, it must be allowed that the utility of Canal like 
this by Which full 71,530 biggehs were enabled to give a good average crop, in nol easily measured by mere 
money valuation, 

It in right to mention that these Canals are used for floating Timbers and for the conveyance of 
ull boats, but on the whol bo said that their employment as navignble nications, 
is insignificant when compared with their use as Channels for the conveyance of streams for irrigation.

Gl. Regarding returns for the Expenditare we beg to mention that we believe the maintenance of 
the Embankuents to constitate one of the items of detail on which the gross reut paid by every ryott is 
calculated ; insome cases the Government receive this, aud in others the Zemiudars ; on this point wo 
cuanot give certain information, but we know that the Rajah of Burdwan paya to Government 53,742 
Rupees per annum for the maintenance of the Embankments on his Estate, nud that the whole of this 
auin ix not expended, and wo huve no reason to auppore that in any Fstalo throughout the Embanked 
Distriots the sum assigned as Pool Buntee, falls short of the actnal expenditure. 

62. In the Lower Provinces the only Lmbankments of which we are cognizant aro those on tho 
Hooghly and tho Ganduck River, the former of which ar@in the Berhamporo Division, and have cost 
since 1831, Rupecs 1,34,286, annual maintenance costs about 11,000 Rupees. 

63. The Hunde on the Gundack River are in tho Dinapore Division and possess no remarkable 
featares. They have cost since 1830, 1,90,026 Kupers, the aterage annual outlay being 19,000 Rupees, 

4. In the Centeal Provinces tho only Fmbankments known to us aro the work called the Sacri 
Bund in the Rehar District, and the Bunds on the Ganges and Jumnu at Allahabad. ‘The former has 
lately been constructed for the purpose of diverting the stream af the Sacri_ River towards the Western, 
portion of the Behar District. It has cost 16,218 Ktupees and no roturn ie given. Tho Bunds at Allaha- 
bad sorve to protect the Town and a considerable extent of land near the junction of the Rivers from 
inundation. ‘They have cost 20,190 Rupces in the Inst ton yoara and aro of tho groatest utility. They 
were breachod in 1838, by a flood of unprecedented height, and on that occasion a considerable portion of 
the Town and neighbouring country were inundated, and very greut loss eusued. 

65. In the North-Western Provinces there are no Embankments of which we are cognizant, except 
indoed the artificial Bunks of the Canals under which head they have been included. 

GG. ‘The total amount expended on Embankments since 1831, when these works were tranforred to 
our charge, bas been 20,41,342 Rapees, and wo lave no roasou to suppose that the assessments under the 
head of Pool Bundee, arenot equal to the outlay. 

67. ‘he buildiags of general utility which have been constructed in the Department of Publio Works, 
are as follows : : 

t. The Light House at False Point. This structure ix 130 feet high and was built ontiroly of stone, 
in the yaar 1637-38, It iv situated at the mouth of the Mabanuddy sod exbibits a light st an allitade of 
193 feet ubove the level of the Sea. Tt has oost, including Superintendence, 69,245 Rupees for the build- 
ing, and 23,750-6-0 Rupees for the Light Room or Lantern. ‘The total outlay being 82,04-15-1 Rupee 
‘We presume that the peouniary retarne derived from this building are incladed in the Port Duos of Cal 
cuttn, but on this subject we have no knowledge. The building contains apartments for tho Light Keoper 
and bas separate rooms for the Native Establishment. Of its utility there can bo no doubt. 

‘he Light House at Kedgeree is a building of asimiler nature and object to that at Falso Point, 
but of its erigioal cost wo bave bo knowledge-ils annual repairs cost about 430 Wtupece. 

Bd. The Jetty at Chittagong isa Timber Pier which projects 115 festinto the Tidewa: is used 
for the convenience of landing goods, &e. Ithes been just completed at a cost of 6,706 Rupees. Of this 
work the Local Oficors make very favorable reports, but we koow nothing of the roturns. 

G8. At Point Palmyras a Light Houso las been constructed similar in its character to those at 
Falae Point and Kedgeree, but the encroachment of the Sea on the sandy soil at its base has caused ite 
abandonment. Of its cost we have no record. 

69._ Of Buildings intended for the purposes of education there 
of thie Department, their aggregato cost has been 2,20.444 Rupees, oxolusive of fire of small value, but of 
which the cost is not known; and their annual repairs may be regarded as amounting to 4408 Rupees.

72. ‘The tual sm expended ov publio Buildings appears tobe ‘1140.40 Rapecs but tere are, in 
addition to the abova, severe! Miscellaneous Works consttacted wt the ‘expense of the State, regarling 
which, from thelr nog being incladed in the returns of Executive Officers, our information is very itaperfoct. 
Thus-we kuow that ib 1084, the Goveramont ia oomsequénbe of « futal atoldent wick ooourred ct Harder 
at the great feir or Koom Mele of 1820, cdniteatied « uew stone Bathing Ghaut at an’ oxperise of 40,000 
Rupees, including Superintendence.

78. At Delhio woknow that-an accidental injury caused by Lightning to the great Mosque or Jama 
Musjid, was repaired by Government at,an expensoof rather more than 20,000 Rupees, whileat the same 
eriod the Kotub Minar was repaired, and its adjacent buildings wore cleared at an expense of 26,000 
upees. A large Tapk at Porankullia, in the Saharunpoor District, and another 
work of similar character was repuired at Meerat in 1830 and doabtless thore have been numerous instances 
of public money being expended through the agency of the Civil Officers of Government on Works of 
Public Utility, of which we have no knowledge. . 
+74. We would accordingly mention that while the worke of varioug desqgiptions of which we havo 
some knowledge, appear to have cost in tho aggregate 139,04,009 Rupees, that sum cunnot he considered 
the total amouut expended by Government for Works of Public Utility, nor hare we the meuns of ascor~ 
taining what tha’ umount may be.

191, Tho remaining portion of the Itoad from Mirzapore-togAllababad las not been surveyed. It is 
supposed to be about 60 miles in length, and it bas exclusive of the Tonse aud Jomna Rivors, to cross 
several Nullaha, for which Bridges would be vecessary. The communication botween these two Stations 
is at presont maintained by means of the Grand Trunk Road from Allahabad to Gopygange, and thence 
by a branch Road raised hy prisoners about 1{ miles from Gopygunge to Mirzaporo Ghaut on the Ganges.

198. Tho carly completion of the metalling of the Road has heen strongly urged on the attention of 
Dr. Rankin, Agent for Post Off uiries, who proposes rstablishing Mail Carts to 
meet the extensive anil iuervasing demand for cho inland conveyance of packazes brought in Steamers to 
Allahabail.
